f you're a Star Wars tan of a certaln 
ape, you would have been familiar 
With Boba Fett belere you hae ary 

idea who he was. 

I you were truly lucky, you were 
ata county lairin San Anselmo, California, 
and witnessed Fett march ina parade 
alengside Darth Vader in Seplember 
1978—a test run for his prototype 
oostuene. If pou werent lhere, you 
probably saw him a few weeks Later ln 
The Star Wars Hoitday Special, indraduced 
in a carbogn that was ihe onky watchable 
part of that debacle. Amd if you somehow 
missed thal, you undoubledly sent 
proot=of-purchases ta Kenner the maxt 
spring. then waited by the mailbox for 
Pour Pett action figure [theugh he arrived 
without the spring-loaded rocket pack 
originally preamised|, 

Kenner told us Fett would play 
“a major role” in the next Sdar Wars movie, 
The Eripire Strikes Gack, which sirictly 
speaking wasn't true: Fett did business 
with Darth Vader, took a shot at Luke 
Skywalker and abducted Ham Sole, but 


he had a grand total of four lines and 
was never refenred to by name. Hor was 
he a major presence in Petura of tee ted. 
Feti's name was finally heard on-screen, 
bit hie only line was Whee thee... 
iellowed by a dismayed yell alter a 
semi-blind Han accidentally struck his 
jolpack, sending him hurtling inte the 
Sarlacc pit. 

Ht didn't reatter: From these brief 
minutes of screen time, a Star Wers 
icon had been Born. More than three 
decades Later, Fett remains a eealmegtay 
of videogames, comics and nowels im the 
Expanded Universe, What secounbs for 
the enduring popularity of this briedly 
seen. ranely heard bounty hunter? Why 
is Pell as retagnizable as the likes of 
Darth Vader, Chewbacca and Az-D2, 
despite far, far less soreen time? 

The answerer at loast your author's 
Snawer—is a combination of visual flair, 
ah evocdlive character anal & ceriain 
mystery, one that’s lingered despite the 
growing body of lore about {he hunter 
in the gargeyle helmet.

Despite ihe move, he 
maintained a deep connection with England, “| grew up reading 
British comics, courtesy of my grandmother who would send me 
eopbes of Mil ho | would loge breach of wheal was happening a 
home,” Claremant says. 

Briieeh comics gave him a broader perspective, both of the 
world and Mery-lelling ihan what hed read inihe Unibed States, 
“At the time, American comics were very boring,” Claremont 
recalls, Wiwas like watching epigadi¢ lelevigion, where every 
issue, every episode, you had an adventure, but the character 
wore the same costume or suit of clothes and did the same 
things, and the auleeme was invariably the game, bn my 
mind, [British comics] were a lot more fun and a lot more 
positively serious.” 

Of hls grandmether’s mailings, Clarement enjoyed the 
children’s comic strip magazine Eagle the most. Founded by 
an Anglican vicar, Eagle was published as a decent, Chrigiian 
response to the American horror comics of the 1980s that 
exploded gruesome and sensational topics Io content, Eagte 
combined entertainment with education, featuring historical 
fantasy series such as Frank Bellamy s Heres the Spartan 
along wilh one-page beagraphies af luminarias such as 
Winston Churchill and Jesus of Mazarcth. 

Claremant particularly liked Eagle's “Dan Dare: Pilat af the 
Future” comic, about an English astranaul who served the 
Interplanet Space Fleet. Dan Dare would have missions around 
the solar eystem, and though trained in jujiisu, endeavared te tind 
non-violent solutions to confrontations. Claremont says. “It was 
the camic equivalent of Heinlein and Arthur Clarke.” two af hes 
favorthe authars, and the comic competled him to write his own 
science fiction tales.

From Ambala arrival aa Coruscant, if 
soon became clear that in the prequels, 
we would begin ta see things we'd only 
heard about or imagined betare, Chiat 
among these being the center of the 
galoxy—Caruseant.

The mad Je'daii Gaegen Lok has 
signed up to battle the invading Rakatan 
armies, a situation that’s guaranteed to 
generate sparks. Lok thinks of Kesh as 
a comrade, as his little brother,” says 
Ostrander “He doesn't think Mesh is a3 
powerful as he is.

As expected from this clash of 
cmvilizations, the force War are promises 
fo permanently shake up the Qawn of 
fhe Jedi setting. “The Rakatan invasion 
will change everything, including how 
the Je'daii are viewed by the rest of 
the Tylhon sytem,” say4 Buursema. 
“This story has a lot of reveals about 
lhe characters and what it means la 
be 6 Je dai, and also hints about the 
Je'daii Order will (racture as the 
Force Wars continue.”
